The 'Plant will cost an estimated 
$28,811, according to 'proposed plans 
which list the main items as follows: 

Trickling filler, Sll.OlO; pump 
house and equipment, S6,500; final 
settling tank, $1,021; outside grounds, 
S2,300, and alteration to Imhoff 
tank and grading, $625. The rest is 
for engineering fees and incidentals. 

ViliagG Attorney McGaughey said 
that he has prepared a petition which 
will be carried before ,thc Illinois 
State Commerecc commission soon 
asking a crossing over the Soo line 
tracks to the city's 37 ''j acres which 
will be used some day for a park.

This is fire prevention week but 
that didn't prevent the Antioch fire 
department having the 'busiest week 
of the year. 

Eight calls have been received since 
Oct. 5, most of which were grass 
fires. On the fifth, the department 
was first called to Lake Shangri-la 
and next to the Otis Hotel property 
to prevent the spread of fire in grass. 

The department went to the aid of 
the Bristol department that day also 
in putting out a grass fire that had 
burned four or five days and had 
covered several square miles of grass- 
land and s^vamp at Lake George. 

On Oct. 6. the department was call- 
ed to the farm of Dr. William II. 
Konner on North Ave., one-half mile 
east of Ihc vilage limits whore a new 
barn worth 312,000 was destroyed. 
Flay feed, and grain consumed by the 
blaze are expected to bring the lolal 
loss approximately $23,000. 

There were 30 tons of baled hay. 
30 tons of baled straw and several 
thousand bushels of grain. Mystery 
surounds the starting of the blaze 
which was discovered at 1 :30 a. m. the 
persons on the farm tried to extin- 
guish the blaze alone but failed. 

The department was called back to 
the farm at 10 a. m. that day to put 
out a grass fire which started from 
tparks from, the burning building. 

At 2 p. m. the department received 
its third call, rushing to the Robert 
Black farm in Newport township 
where a large barn was already burn- 
ing fiercely. The barn and contents 
were a total loss, an estimated value 
of 812,000. The fire is believed to 
have started from a trash fire near- 
by. 

Last Tuesday there were two grass 
fires, one at the farm of Dr. William 
V. Tague on Rle. 173 and the other 
at the home of Ernest Affolter, Loon 
Lake. 

A call at 10:00 a. m. this morning 
was caused by a rubbish fire getting 
out of hand at Loon Lake. 

Burning grass along the Soo Line 
right of way threatened buildings. 
The fire was quickly brought under 
control and no damage resulted.
